California Is Sick 


But Has the Time Arrived When We Should Make the 


State a Subject for Clinical Autopsy 


and Experimentation? 


By J. L. MATTHEWS, Editor Covina Argus 


Carried as a standing editorial foreword in the "Epic 


News," the propaganda pamphlet issued by the Sinclair 
organization, is the following: 


"It is one of the happy incidents of the federal 


system that a single courageous state may, if its citi- 
zens choose, serve as a laboratory, and try novel 
social and economic experiments without risk to the 
rest of the country."—Justice Brandeis, United 
States supreme court, in a dissenting opinion March, 
1932, hi the Oklahoma ice case. This, according to 
the conservative Saturday Evening Post, is now the 
majority view of the court. 
It may be gratifying to a highly liberal member of the 


supreme court, and a source of mild satisfaction to on- 
lookers, that any state in the union may be made an experi- 
ment station for sociological and political research, "with- 
out risk to the rest of the country." This is the old system 
of trying it out on the dog. If the food or medicine given 
to the dog does not kill him. it may be fit for human con- 
sumption. 


It is true enough that experimentation in government 


is necessary in reasonable doses, but the Republican party 
of California emphatically dissents when it is proposed 
to make the people of the state of California suffer in order 
that hitherto untried and wholly theoretical legislation and 
policies be given a laboratory test. California cannot afford 
to submit its people to injections of doubtful political 
serums and legislative nostrums. If tests are to be made 
they should be made by the federal government, with the 
results, disastrous or otherwise, borne by all the people 
of the United States. That is exactly what is in progress 
in the operation of the federal government at the present 
time. 


We have seen these political laboratories set up in North 


Dakota, and earlier in our history in the middle states 
when Populism was as eagerly advocated as is Sinclairism 
today. There are none to say that the advocates of these 
movements were not sincere, and I do not say here that 
Sinclair is insincere. 


But California is sick. The state is sick in common with 


the rest of the country and th,e world. No doctor will risk

Farmer's Major 


Enemies Named 


by Dr. Adams 


"Agriculture as it exists today has 


three major enemies." Thus did Dr. 
William F. Adams, from the depart- 
ment of history at U.C.Ii.A., char- 
acterize the present plight of the 
farmer in his address before the 
forum of the evening high school 
Monday. These three primary en- 
emies are nature, water shortage, 
and the present method of exten- 
sive farming. Drought, dust storms, 
soil erosion and depletion have 
largely resulted from the present 
system of extensive agriculture, be- 
cause the destruction of natural 
grasses and forests have so modified 
situations that the above disturbing 
factors are prevalent in the agri- 
cultural sections of the great plains 
and mid-west regions. 
Wasteful 


methods of water irrigation and 
flood control have depleted the wa- 
ter resources of irrigated sections. 


The economic development of re- 


cent times has been against the ag- 
riculturist in that large unit organi- 
zations, transportation systems and 
tariff schedules have victimized him. 
The farmers of the nation, due to 
many factors, some of which are in- 
herent to agriculture, have been 
unable to form successful co-opera- 
tive organizations. On this account 
they have not been able to success- 
fully compete with better organized 
groups in big business and transpor- 
tation. As a consequence their flnan-

The second possibilit" before the 


farmer lies in the direction of over- 
coming his difficulties by organiza- 
tions of cooperative societies limit- 
ing production, as does the manu- 
facturer, and making a study of 
scientific and economic agriculture. 
There should be no alliances with 
capita], labor, or the consumer in 
the hope that such alliances are 
beneficial to the farmer. 


The farmer of the future must 


have an economic independence 
such that he may enjoy wholesome 
recreation and entertainment, com- 
munity spirit and satisfactory social 
conditions. In fact he must partici- 
pate in the "good life."

R. S. Chambers, principal of the 


Covina grammar school, announces 
that tentatively a new program is 
being tried in the seventh and eighth 
grades. This is an attempt to bring 
the local school in line with what is 
considered modern educational aims. 
It is evident that in the future more 
time will be available for leisure 
and the development of special abili- 
ties or hobbies, many of which may 
not have an educational value. 


Mr. Chambers says that at present 


a short program is being run each 
day, 
the last period being devoted 


largely to the development of special 
abilities such as music, art, drama- 
tics, etc. It is felt that the musical 
organizations should 110 longer be 
compelled to meet out of regular 
school hours, but should have a 
place on the regular schedule. 


The boys' glee club meets twice a 


week 
(Monday and Wednesday) 


during the last period, while the 
girls' glee club meets on Tuesday 
and Thursday at this time. Orches- 
tra comes at 1 o'clock Tuesday and 
during club time on Friday. Indi- 
vidual lessons are given to pupils 
before and after school during the 
time formerly held for the above 
organizations.

or study. It also follows under this 
schedule that only those pupils who 
are members of extra curricular or- 
ganizations should find it necessary 
to do some home work on the days 
when their group meets. It is ob- 
vious that this cannot be avoided 
with shorter regular periods, con- 
sidering that only about half the 
pupils can be kept busy at special 
work on any one day. Not all pu- 
pils have the ability to profit by 
special work offered on any one day, 
neither are teachers available to in- 
terest all of them.
